constitute and to be an indetermin­ 
a te permit.” 
The feature of an in­ 
determinate permit, that makes i t 
•different from a franchise, is that: 
it allows a utility to operate under 
good behavior, allowing the city to 
step in at any time and purchase the 
property at a price to be fixed by tho 
railroad rate commission.

The reason for recommending the 
bill for indefinite postponement was 
because the committee felt that the 
time was not ripe for such a move.
